much more developed than an 
idea, once was considered to be 
a special art, even a gift. But 
now picking winners is becom- 
ing a science, with computers 
able to toss out predictions of 
fjture 
hits and misses six 


months in advance of their pre- 
mieres. . 


One of the large advertising 


agencies — Kenyon and Eck- 
hardt — has been experiment- 
ing with computer predictions 
for the past two years, with an 
estimated 67 per cent of suc- 
cess. In its third run, predicting 
the popularity of next fall's new 


programs, the magic machine 
pronounced, among many othe? 
things, that "T. H. E. Cat, 
"Tarzan" and "Hey, Landlord" 
on NBC and "It's About Time" 
on CBS would be the biggest 
hits among three dozen new 
programs. 


"But, remember,' cautioned 


the 
agency's 
executive vice 


president, Stephens Dietz, "if 
the computer has been 67 per 
cent correct, it has also been 33 
per cent wrong." 


The electronic crystal ball is 


programmed with national Niel- 
sen ratings taken during Janu- 
ary and February, peak viewing 
months, to predict future popu- 
larity of programs already in 
existence. These are augmented 
by statistics of another ratings 
service, 
which 
attempts 
to 


measure, not audience size but 
the degree to which audiences 
enjoy 
certain 
programs. 
To 


measure future interest in new 
shows — some, like the forth- 
coming Milton Berle and Garry 
Moore shows, are not even in 
production yet — the agency 
uses a service specializing in 
what it calls "concept testing." 
An audience sample has a pro- 
gram idea described to them, 
and notes down whether it ap- 
peals or not. 


In addition, the computer in- 


put includes information on a 
program's time period and its 
competition. 


Diet/, said that in past seasons 


the computer's predictions have 
been used as one of his agency's 
guides in buying 
advertising 


spots in assorted programs. 


But 
while 
an 
advertising 


agency can very well use a 
computer to help find hit pro- 
grams for its clients, it is not 
likely to be too useful to net- 
work programming 
executives. 


Popularity cannot be their sole 
guide. If it were, few documen- 
taries and public service pro- 
grams — often attracting small 
audiences — would find 
air 


time.

YOUR DENTAL HEALTH 


Ceramic 'Whiskers' Make 
Dental Materials Stronger

Much interesting informa- 


tion on dental research was 
presented at a recent meeting 
o( the International Associa- 
tion of Dental Research. Much 
of it was aimed at the future, 
but here are some things you 
ought to know right now: 


• Dr. Jess McCormick of 


Birmingham, Ala., reported 
(hat youngsters with infected 
or abscessed baby teeth can 
suffer damage to their per- 
manent teeth, and the younger 
the child, the greater the dam- 
age. 


Almost one out of four per- 


manent teeth erupting under 
i n f e c t e d baby teeth shows 
some damage, such as pitted 
and lined enamel or white 
spots. Often the teeth grow in 
crooked. 


• For a long time it has 


seemed c l i n i c a l l y apparent 
that cancer of the mouth was 
associated with heavy drink- 
ing and smoking arid poor 
mouth cleanliness. 


Dr. Andrew Z. Keller, den- 


tal scientist with the Veterans 
Administration in Washington, 
reported that cirrhosis of the 
liver, which is significantly re- 
lated to excessive use of al- 
cohol, appears (with its part- 
ner tobacco) to be associated 
with cancer of the mouth and 
pharynx. 


Not all cirrhosis is related 


to heavy drinking. Liver dam- 
age may result from infec- 
tious hepatitis or nutritional 
deficiencies, but Dr. K's in- 
vestigation seems to indicate 
that cirrhosis from any cause 
may increase possibility of 
mouth cancer. 
For the near future: 


• Tiny ceramic "whiskers" 


added to dental materials in- 
crease their strength up to 
150 per cent. False teeth re- 
inforced with these fibers are 
more than twice as strong. 
This technique was borrowed 
from 
space-age 
technology 


where it's used to make rock- 
et parts lighter, stronger and 
more heat resistant. 


• Cancer of the mouth may 


soon be "cured" by freezing 
the tumor, according to Dr. 
F. G. Emmings of 
Buffalo, 


N.Y., by a process known as 
cryotherapy. Frozen tissue be- 
comes devitalized, but healing 
soon begins in the healthy tis- 
sue around the tumor, and 
after some months new tissue 
replaces the "dead" tissue.

back In 1015, declaring it 


to be an offense "to do any 
electioneering or to solicit any 
votes" in any fashion on elect- 
ion day. Obviously, the intent 
was good. There are provisions 
in several states to bar impor- 
tuning politicians from hound- 
to voters right up to the ballot 
box or voting machine. But the 
Alabama law was unwisely re- 
strictive. 


It was applied in 1962 to the 


prosecution of Editor James E. 
Mills of the' Birmingham Post- 
Herald because he wrote an 
election day editorial in his 
paper urging a vote for a change 
in the type of government Bir- 
mingham had, an issue being 
ticide'd at the polls by the peo- 
ple. 


A lower Alabama court threw 


the case out. It was reinstated 
by the Alabama Supreme Court. 
On appeal, the United States 
Supreme Curt yesterday brought 
forth a ruling that the restric- 
tive Alabama law unconstitu- 
tionally invades the right of free 
speech and press. The court de- 
£ision was a sound and reason- 
able one. 


The victory, however, does 


not belong primarily 
to Mr. 


Mills. Nor is it primarily of 
importance 
to the editors of 


newspapers throughout the land. 
The real importance is to the 
freedom of the American people. 


We have always sought to em- 


phasize that the Constitution's 
"freedom of press" guarantees 
Here not provided to give news- 
papers special privileges; they 
are provided to give the people 
protection for their liberty. 


Freedom of press is important 


because it gives people t h e 
right to speak freely on issues 
of government. We may be 
right. We may be wrong. But we, 
the people, are free to speak, 
within the bounds of truth and 
.'decency, and need not fear ap- 
plication of governmental power 
to silence us simply because of 
dissent. 


Where totalitarian 
govern- 


ments come to power, their first 
act usually is to cut off freedom 
of the press, which is merely 
a published extension of freedom 
of speech. Tryanny cannot stanH 
free speech. American liberty 
cannot exist without it. 
$It is for this reason, not for 
one editor or all editors, that 
the decision in the Alabama 
case is important. It is a fresh 
reminder that freedom of ex- 
pression 
lives in 
America, 


meaning that the people may 
use this as an instrument to 
maintain their liberty. — Chat-

These waves of overpressure 


make a noise when they hit the 
ground. The kind of noise, or 
boom, depends on size, speed 
and shape of the aircraft, the 
temperature and density of the 
air. 


Something happens to the 


waves when they move down 
from the cool, clear upper air 
into the hot, dirty air near the 
surface, Just what happens is 
not known, but better under- 
standing of what booms are like 
before they are altered by the 
lower air could result in changes 
in aircraft design or indicate the 
least objectionable times of day 
or night for supersonic flight.

Political experts predict Dem- 


irel's candidates may wl n as 
many as 30 Senate seats. The 
major opposition, the Republi- 
can People's party of former 
Prmie Minister Ismet Inonu, 
may take about 15, with splinter 
parties dividing the remainder 
under proportional representa- 
tion. 


As in most Turkish elections, 


the senatorial campaign has 
been marked by bitter wran- 
gling, name calling and charges 
of "extremism" — both left and 
right. The Cyprus question was 
shoved into the back ground. 


Demlrel defended his legisla-

publican presidential nomina* 
lion, which he later tried for 
after changing his mind, 


But he sounds more positive 


now than when moderate R§» 
publicans teamed up behind him 
in an attempt to keep Barry 
Goldwater from the nomination. 
It's doubtful his chances in 1908 
would be better than in 1964. 


He was the reluctant dragon 


of Republican politics that year 
when New York's Gov. Nelson 
A. Rockefeller was the only Re* 
publican who 'really put up a 
fight to try to stop Goldwater. 
Then Rockefeller 
f a i l e d * 


Scranton had to be practically 
pushed into opposing Goldwater, 
and then he got massacred. 


His announcement on Tbur 


that he was permanently out of 
the national picture came U 
days behind a similar one by 
Rockefeller who said he was out 
of the presidential running "for- 
ever." 


In the past Rockefeller, Gold- 


water and others at one time or 
another disclaimed any presi- 
dential desires, only to switch 
ground- this time it sounds final 
with 
both 
Rockefeller 
and 


Scranton.
